In 
fact, it is plain that there are many 
Germans in Germany who will be 
sort ol bargain- 



ins weapon they can set hold of. 

It we accrpl. lliough. the neces- 
sity of having some sort of strong 
army in Europe to check Russian 
Imperialism, it seems inevUable that 
Western Germany must pley some 
role in that defence. The French 
and other Western European coun- 
tries will hïve to resign themselves 
to the Inevitable. Nevertheless, the 
German \soldier cannot again be 
encouraged to become a profes- 
sional, livjng spiritually outside the 
German community and beyond 
the jurisdiction of urban courts. A 
recruiting of "military minded Ger- 
mar.s" will merely produce an Ir- 
responsible legion ot adventurers 
and mercenaries, ready at any time 
to sell out to the highest bidder, 
which will inevitably be the 
U.S.S.R. If the West does not give 
careful thought to the states of 
mind within Germany today and 
the necessary controls for a new 
German army, it will rue the day 
it ever dreamed of giving the guns 
back to the Germans. 

Foresight Lacking 
It is Bad to say that so tar neither 
the Western Powers nor the Bonn 
Government have shown the necei' 
sary awareness of the complexity 
of this problem. This lack of politi- 
cal foresight on their part Jeopar- 
dizes the defence of Western Europe 
far more than the many technical 
and organixational questions which 
now divide the defence ministers ot 
France and the Unlteif 'Stales. 



Germany by the forces of Eas; 
Germany: an attack inspired by 
Russia but masquerading as a Ger- 
man rising for national unity and 
liberation. It was to meet this im- 
mediate and specifically German 
situation that Dr. Adenauer asked 
that the German Federal Govern- 
ment should be allowed to raise 
a force with which to defend it- 
lelf, and It was thoroughly un- 
fortunate that this question should 
have become confused with the 
Strasburg proposal for a 'European 
Army' and with the question of the 
integration of German forces into 
plans for West European defcnc: 
in general. One migrit almost' say 
that we confused a moral issu:

{ I say a moral Issue because the 
'Korean affair has once again re- 
I minded us that, from the point ot 
I view of the population on the spot, 
I long range delcncc (even by the 
Greatest Power) is not a substitute 
for adequate local defence . of a 
country by Its own people: to for- 
bid people who are living under 
our protection whom, in fact, we 
do not protect, to defend their 
own homes, b immoral. The further 
question— the question of in what 
way (If at. all) Germany could or 
who should contribute to the re- 
armament of a balance of power 
in Europe— Ls a different snd much 
more complex one. The answers to 
it will vary with our differing 
views as to what is to be embraced 
In 'Germany' and what the future 
policies of Germany are likely to 
be. 

We sometimes forget that the 
parlicipaUon ot Germany has 
never been agreed lo by any- 
body. The Russians have not 
agreed to it (though they are 
chiefly responsible for it): the 
western powers have not and the 
Germans have not. The present 
position Is one in which two gov- 
ernments each exercise authority 
In part ot Germany and claim 
authority over all of It. Under 
normal conditions, this sort of 
situation would br a prelude to 
civil war, but rtvil was Is ruled 
out by the presence of the troops 
of the four Occupying Powers 
and since these Four have hern 
In a stale of deadlock among 
themselves, we have had an in- 
definite stalemate. , 

To Russia's Advantage 
■ It Is in Russia's povirer to break 
that stalemate and the advantages 
which woiild accrue > to- her from 
so doing are so obvious (they were 
set out In the "Tagliche Rundschau" 
last September) that one can only 
guess at the reasons which have led 
her to delay so far. If Russia were 
to withdraw from East Germany 
(lèaving behind her a 'péôplé's po-

From there, they closely 
parallel the P.Cs In favoring a 
rigidly controlled rearmament, 
reasoning thus — Germany, In her 
geographic position In the economic 
céntre of Europe Is essential to 
the' strength and welfare of all 
Europe. A power vacuum here 
would be dangerous ' economically 
and politically. By way of footno.te, 
it Is recommended that France 



especially be represented ' on any 
committee directing rearmament. 
C.C.F. 

Tlie C.C.F. oppose the rearming 
of Germany for a number of rea- 
sons. First, they say that the coun- 
try would be exploited as a buffer 
state by western military leaders 
who have made it apparent during 
the Inst few weeks that no real 
defence will be made east of 
France. Furthermore, rearmament 
is against Uic wishes of the major 
Ity of the German people — this fact 
being borne out by the large num 
hers of votes gained by German 
Socialists through their antl-rcarm 
.I'mcnt platform. The Club also c-\ 
presses fear that a new army will 
give rise to a new militaristic men 
ace vnder the influence of Nazi 
leaders. 

L.P.P. 

The L.P.P. attitude is best sum- 
med up by quoting a club spokes 
man thus— "Twenty million people 
died to save the world from the 
German Nazis. Today, the U.S.A.

Set as Topic of 
Model Parliament

A bill centering around the re- 
armament of Germany will be pre- 
sented at the forlhcominK Model 
Parliament on Wednesday, March 
7th, lO.'ii. The Bill will be upheld 
by the C.C.F. Party which will act 
as Government. 

There arc two actual clauses to 
the bill. The first opposes the re- 
armament of Germany while the 
second calls upon officers In Flasl- 
crii Germany to reform the Ger- 
man-People's Police Force along 
more conventional police force 
lines. 

The Progressive Conservatives 
will form the first opposition, and 
the I...P.P. and Liberals will form 
the second and third oppositions, 
respectively. 

' The L.P.P. Party has offered an 
amendment to the Bill.- They have 
suggested an' amendment for a 
united, demilitarized. dc-Narificd 
Germany. The Conservatives will 
oppose the bill as a whole. . 

The Liberal Party Is relaxing lis 
party discipline for this model j 
^parliament and will allow members 
to vote according to Ihcir own 
conscience. 

Acting as Prime Minister will be 
Earl Kruger, a third year Arts 
'student and Vice President of the 
C.CF. Club. The Speaker of the 
House, as in many past Parliaments, 
will be Dave Corbett, lecturer in 
Political Science and Economics.'
